'Mr: Rogers': tv rwws is too violent for kids

said on the eve of his special's 
release for local PBS listings 
through June. "When (hey see 
somelwdy acting out of control — 
and that's what they see when 
somebody shoots a president or a 
pope - they think, 'Is that what the 
world's like? Is that what you grow 
up to be?' 

"What I want them to un- 
derstand Is that they do have 
feci ings but Ih^ can do things with 
their fcclln0ntipt/(toiit Hurt other 
people." , 

As he isuaily docs. Rogers 
approaches the subject ailcgori- 
calty. A little tree is kldnai^and 
murdered by a big tree, giving his 
"Neighborhood" cbaraetera a 
chance to probe motives, feeliiigs, 
anger, guilt and fear la b manner 
that can be grasped by children 
trom pre-school to the flnb ^ade. 



■ For the /lrs( lime in his career as 
a children's show host, he opens 
with a warning. 

"1 start out by saying this pro- 
gram Is. not for young children to 
watcb alone," he said. "That's the 
first time I've ever said anything 
like that on television, I lc!l them, 
•please get a grown-up that you 

, love to watch this program with 
you tKca'iisc we're going to laik 
atwut some sad and scary things.' 

."I tell them there arc pcoj^Ie In 
the world that arc so sick' or so 
angry that thfcy sometimes hurt 
other pcfvle and tliey'ra'usually 
the ones who end iq> in the news." 

In helping children, who often 
cannot dlltcrentfate between fan* 
tasy and reality, Risers tells tbem 
always to "watch for the helpers" 
when they see news coverage of 
violent events. 



" Vou wlU always tiad a helper— 
somebody who is coming to help on 
the scene." tie said. "Tbere arc not 
Just shooters In Ibis world there 
are tender, loving, concenwd peo- 
ple and we need to pay .more 
attention to them." 

Rogers Interviews a iiumt}cr of 
children tor the special and If he 
had his way, newscasts and much 
of prime time programing would 
be completely off limits to the very 
young. 

"One Utile boy said, 'how can 
you tell when It's a real dead 
man?"' Rogers said. "He's seen so 
many pretend-dead men he can't 
tell: I told him, 'the only way you 
can tell is to be in communication 
with the adults ai^und you' 

"My suggestion is that very 
young children not watch Uw t&ws 
and that scbool>age diildreo watdi 
It In the company of an adult, but I 



fcef that way about any kind of 
scary television." 

Rogers said fear Is not the only 
effect "scao' television" has on 
children. He has a theory that the 
Impact of video violence can be 
measured In terms of poor school 
work as well. 

"I wonder how much careful 
looking and listening they arc 
turning off," he said: "I think a lot 
of the trouble In kids who live in 
ghettos, as far as learning to read 
is concerned, is that they have seen 
so much that's -sO'frighlenlng that 
they turn off careful lookbig. 

"Without careful looking, yoii 
can't begin to learn to read. We're 
adding to that by the stuff we're 
showing on television. I like to help 
kids think tbere are good things to 
see and we need to prcMnt them as 
much as we possibly con."
